Suncor Spills Oil In Northern River 


WATER FROM TAILINGS PONDS 
SEEPING INTO ATHABASCA 





An oilsands operation has spilled 
300 litres of oil and grease into the 
Athabasca River, and leaks five mil- 
lion litres of toxic wastewater into 
the ground every day, it was revealed 
this week. 

Although such spills have been sus- 
pected for years, this is the first con- 
crete proof a company has released 
contaminated water into the river, 
and area residents are upset that they 
didn't find out about it earlier. 

“We're right down from the. river 
and we consume that water,” says 
Roxanne Marcel, chief of the Miki- 
sew Cree First Nation, who live 
downstream from the oilsands. “We 
get angry at more spills happening.” 

The spills first came to light in a 
May 6 PowerPoint presentation cre- 
ated by Suncor Energy, the second- 
largest company in the oilsands, for 
the town of Fort Chipewyan, a1,200- 
strong community on the shores of 
Lake Athabasca, downstream from 
their operations. The presentation 
was made public this week 

According to the presentation, 
Suncor released dirty water into the 
Athabasca River on five occasions 
between June 2003 and April 2008. 
By far the largest spill happened on 
September 8 of last year and involved 
a pond of wastewater waiting to be 
treated and put back in the river. The 
pond had a pipe pulling water from 
the bottom. When the water level fell 
below the pipe, the system started 
sucking out the oil and grease float- 
ing on top of the pond and pumping 
it into the river. 

A report by scientists at the Uni- 
versity of Waterloo indicates that 
the Tar Island dyke, one of Suncor's 
tailings ponds, is also leaking five 
million litres of toxic water a day, 
some of which ends up the river. The 
Teport was prepared for the com- 
pany and dated November 2007 but 
wasn’t obtained by the media until 
this week. 

Both reports indicate that the com- 
pany tried to stop the leaks, and the 
dirty water didn’t appear to have 
any adverse effect on the river. Af- 
ter the spill last September, Suncor 
informed the provincial government 
and some local residents, says com- 
pany spokesperson Brad Bellows. 
Others didn’t find out until this 
month, 

‘I don't think they went into the 
community and informed us,” says 
Marcel. The provincial opposition is 
also pointing the finger at the gov-

ernment for not going public with 
the information about the spills or 
the leaking tailings pond. 

“It raises the question of how much 
we can trust the government,” says 
David Swann, a Calgary MLA and 
Liberal Party environment critic. 
“What else do they know that they're 
not telling the public?” 

As recently as May 15, provincial 
Environment Minister Rob Renner 
said the oilsands didn’t pose any 
threat to the water supply in the area. 
According to an official transcript of 
that afternoon's debate in the legis- 
lature, Swann asked Renner if he 
could guarantee there was no risk of 
oilsands operations leaching into the 
province's water. 

“Yes,” Renner replied. “That has 
been my consistent message and an- 
swer... | don’t know why (Swann) 
keeps asking the same question. Does 
he expect a different answer?” 

Although previous spills haven't 
been proven, communities down- 
stream from the oilsands have long 
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been concerned that the industrial 
activity is hurting their water qual- 
ity. 

A peer-reviewed scientific study by 
ecologist Kevin Timoney, released 
last fall, found higher than aver- 
age concentrations of more than 20 
substances, including arsenic and 
mercury, in Lake Athabasca and the 
Athabasca Delta. 

It also concluded that the poisons 
were entering the ecosystems and 
could threaten people who hunt and 
eat local wildlife. . 

Some .area residents have com- 
plained of high rates of disease, in- 
cluding a rare bile-duct cancer, and 
residents want to know if the oil- 
sands are causing it. “We just want 
answers,” says George Poitras, a 
resident of Fort Chipewyan. “There 
have been very regular diagnoses of 
cancer in the community. We find 
that to be alarming.” 

Boiling Point, a study released 
last week by the Polaris Institute, 
an Ottawa-based advocacy group, 


highlighted Fort Chipewyan as em- 
blematic of the water problems faced 
by First Nations people across the 
country. 

“What we need is a really thorough 
assessment,” says Andrea Harden, 
one of the study's authors. “In a way, 
the government of Alberta and these 
(oilsands) companies have been 
complicit in not giving more infor- 
mation.” 

The Alberta Cancer Board is lead- 
ing a study to determine if the claims 
are true and if the oilsands are caus- 
ing higher rates of disease, and hopes 
to have results by fall, says board 
spokesperson Lee Elliott. 

The government is also launch- 
ing a full environmental study to 
measure the level of toxins in the 
water and the ground around the 
oilsands. The revelations come just 
weeks after the province busted out 
a $25-million advertising campaign 
to promote the oilsands as environ- 
mentally friendly.

ALBERTA « TREATY RIGHTS 
ABORIGINAL GROUPS FIGHT WATER 
MARKET IN COURT 


Alberta's water market is environmentally 
unsound and violates the treaty rights of 
First Nations, according to two aboriginal 
groups who have taken the provincial gov- 
ernment to court. They say the government 
didn't consult them before bringing in the 
market system 

In an effort to conserve Alberta's dwin- 


| dling water supply, the province stopped 


issuing new licences for water withdrawals 
on all rivers in the south of the province two 
years ago. Current licence-holders with extra 
water can sell it off at any price to those 
who need more. 

The Tsuu T'ina and the Samson Cree, 
two southern Alberta First Nations, say the 
governmenit never consulted them before 
bringing the system in and they will be 
forced to give up their right to take water 
where they want. 

“It limits water access and would require 


| the Nation to go through one of the access 


points instead of having open access as 
under the treaty,” says Morton Paulson, a 
spokesperson for the Tsuu Tina. 

The two groups argue that the system, 
which encourages higher water withdraw- 
als, doesn't protect the environment and 
also infringes on First Nations hunting and 
fishing. 

Their primary legal argument is that the 
government has to consult them before 
making any decisions that concern their 
treaty rights. If they can prove that, the court 
could decide to strike down the govern- 
ment plan that created the water market 


| and force the province to find a new way of 





managing Alberta's water. 

“(The case) has the potential to make 
important law on an important issues,” 
says Brian Barrington-Foot, a Regina lawyer 
representing the First Nations, noting that 
the case is the first of its kind in Canada. 

The Tsuu Tina have a population of 
roughly 2,000 on a reserve southwest of 
Calgary in the Bow River basin. The Samson 
Cree have a reserve near Hobbema, south 
of Wetaskiwin. The legal challenges were 
launched last year. The action went before 
the court last month, but a decision won't 
be released for several weeks. 

The Tsuu T'ina previously opposed the 
government's water transfer system when 
the Crossiron Mills mega-mall north of 
Calgary cut a deal to buy 2.2 million cubic 
metres of water from the Western Irrigation 
District. The development was ultimately al- 
lowed to proceed, marking the largest water 
sale so farin the province's history. 

Alberta Environment declined to com- 
ment on the First Nations legal challenge 
until the judge makes a decision. “There isn't 
a lot we can say since the matter is before 
the courts,” says spokesperson Kim Capstick.

Rosie Lameman, Chief of the Pa- 
paschase First Nations band, has 
been so busy dealing with a recent 
Supreme Court ruling on her band’s 
land claim in southeast Edmonton 
that she hasn't planned a protest 
for the National Day of Action on 
May 29. But that doesn’t mean that, 
across the province of Alberta, all is 
hunky dory for the province's aborig- 
inal bands. 

The Assembly of First Nations 
(AFN) organizes the annual event at 
the national level to raise the aware- 
ness of non-native Canadians about 
the poor living conditions and le- 
gal limbo endured by native groups 
across the country. This year’s Day 
of Action focuses on children’s edu- 
cation. 

And there are some big public 
gestures planned. Stephen Harper 
will apologize on June 11 for the 
joint government-church residential 
school system, which took children 
from their families and placed them 
in Christian schools. Many were 
abused. 

Premier Ed Stelmach has also 
agreed to meet with the chiefs of the 
Alberta's three treaty groups once a 
year to discuss First Nations issues 

These public gestures and the ab 
sence of vocal protests this year don't 
mean that the Papaschase band or 
other groups in Alberta are content 

“Things are getting hot in Indian 
country,” says Lameman. “We've 
just had enough. Everybody has had 
enough.” 

In Alberta, 33 land claims are un 
der review, 13 in active negotiations, 
not including lawsuits resulting from 
settled claims that individual bands 
argue are not respected.

€dmonton property taxes are going 
up, causing much hand-wringing by 
property owners and conservative 
columnists. 

How dare Edmonton city council 
piss away the hard-earned money 
of €dmonton homeowners? What 
do they need the money for? The 
Stelmach government is spending 
record amounts on €dmonton in- 
frastructure and anyway we're not 
being shortchanged as badly as Cal- 
gary, so we should be grateful to have 
a premier who favours us above our 
spoiled siblings to the south 

Edmonton mayor Stephen Mandel 
can blame himself for the currency 
of this narrative, even if he has 
been playing nice with the premier 
in recent months. Mandel’s strategy 
makes sense, in a way. Edmonton led 
the province in giving the Tories a 
bigger mandate last March, and Stel- 
mach doesn’t face another provincial 
election until 2012. Edmonton city 
council, on the other hand, is up for 
grabs two years before that. What 


does Calgary Mayor Dave Broncon- 
nier have to show for his animosity 
towards the province? 

And there's lots of money to be 
had. The province continues to low- 
ball oil prices ridiculously, projecting 
an average price of $78 per barrel 
this fiscal year. With oil currently 
above $130/barrel, the province will 
collect at least another $7 billion in 
oil revenues on top of the budget's 
forecasted surplus. For every dollar 
oil rises, Alberta's government col- 
lects another $130 million, with two- 
thirds of the extra income earmarked 
for additional capital spending. 

Edmonton wants a good chunk of 
that money, and Mandel appears to 
believe the best way to get it is to play 
nice. We'll see if he’s right. Edmon- 
ton will get $2.1 billion over the next 
10 years from the Municipal Sustain- 
ability Initiative, but everyone knows 
we are playing catch-up after having 
been starved for capital project in- 
vestment since at least the beginning 
of the Klein era in 1993. In the mean- 
time, he’s become the scapegoat for 
an average property tax increase of 
7.5% forecast in the city’s 2008 bud- 
get. 

Of.course, ‘average’ hides a lot of 
disparities, with several lower in- 
come neighbourhoods, like Rossdale 
and Highlands, taking a hit of more 
than 20%. 


On the face of the situation, it looks 
like City Hall is targeting the poor 
and spending irresponsibly. After all, 
if the feds and the province can man- 
age a surplus, why not the city? 

The difference lies in how the mu- 
nicipal government gets its revenue. 
Half comes from property and busi- 
ness taxes, with the rest coming from 
investments, franchise fees, EPCOR 
and other sources that haven't kept 
pace with €dmonton's spending 
needs. And when it comes to taxes, 
of every dollar you and I pay to gov- 
ernment, the city only gets 5%. 

The province still hasn’t addressed 
the fact that Edmonton taxpayers fi- 
nance a lot of services and structures 
that are used—but not paid for—by 
people throughout the capital region, 
living in leech municipalities like St. 
Albert and Sherwood Park. And the 
city is compelled to spend on an ever- 
growing range of services offloaded 
by the province. Municipal money is 
going to health and social services, 
such as social housing and frontline 
mental health services for the home- 
less, which are clearly provincial 
responsibilities, while the provincial 
finance ministry records yet another 
ballooning surplus. And the city gets 
not a dime of oil windfall revenues 
for operating expenses—like more 
frequent and thorough snow remov- 
al. which has been loudly demanded 


by primarily suburban homeowners 
who are also among the most promi- 
nent property tax whiners. 

As for the tax increases them- 
selves, who pays for them? Tax- 
fighter types say that the Left should 
be up in arms over this new burden 
that property owners will have no 
choice but to pass on to renters. This 
is complete bullshit, of course. Rent 
increases have almost nothing to do 
with property tax. The property tax 
bill in 2008 for someone owning a 
$350,000 house (very average these 
days) will be around $1,377 per year. 
This is the total bill, not the amount 
of the increase. (And homeowners 
also benefit from rising equity, which 
does matter, though there are those 
who pretend it doesn't.) 

At the same time, even real es- 
tate publications are pegging the 
average monthly rent increase over 
the last two years in Edmonton for 
a two-bedroom residence at $150. 
That's an average of $1,800 in extra 
rent each year, or $3,600 over two 
years. At about $1150 per month for 
a two-bedroom unit this year ($650 
in 2006), that’s an increase of over 
75% in 24 months. 

The amount of additional property 
tax the average homeowner will pay 
over the course of an entire year in 
2008 is less than the average amount 
a renter will pay towards yet another

No More Nukes! 


GUEST PETER JOHNSTON 
NUCLEAR ENERGY WILL 
PEAK IN 30 YEARS, SO WHY 
IS ALBERTA EVEN TALKING 
ABOUT THIS DANGEROUS 
ENERGY SOURCE? 





Editor's Note: Peter Johnston is the 
deputy leader of the Alberta Green 
Party and ran in the recent provincial 
election in Edmonton-Glenora. This 
is his third column in a five week se- 
ries on energy in Alberta. 


A nuclear energy proposal in Alberta 
was bound to come up. We are the 
energy experts after all. 

Newly minted Alberta Energy 
company was created with the ex- 
press purpose of building Alberta's 
first nuclear power generating plant. 
Alberta Energy partnered with the 
crown corporation, Atomic Energy 
Canada Limited (AECL), and some- 
time in 2008 the partnership will ap- 
ply for a permit to construct a 750 
megawatt nuclear plant in northern 
Alberta with the Alberta Utilities 
Commission. 

Supporters of nuclear energy claim 
it is the greenest of all centralized 
power generation technologies avail- 
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able, emitting no green house gases 
(GHG) or pollution. They further 
claim that going nuclear is the only 
way to provide enough power for the 
scheduled expansion of the oilsands 
development. 

Nuclear industry supporters hope 
nuclear power will become a major 
player in the future, as governments 
try to reduce the amount of GHGs 
emitted by the energy industry. 

But even if we disregard major 
problems like nuclear waste and po- 
tential meltdowns, nuclear power 
isn't even a long-term solution for 
our energy needs. Just as the produc- 
tion of oil will peak soon (some say it 
has already), uranium will also peak. 
No one can say when, there is always 
the possibility that major sources 
will be discovered in the future, but 
most scientific reviews done by non- 
industry sources, like Energy Watch, 
say peak uranium will occur in about 
30 years. 

And let's consider the potential 
environmental consequences of the 
Three Mile Island and Chernobyl in- 
cidents. The former was a narrowly 
averted meltdown with a relatively 
small radiation leak, while the latter 
was a reactor explosion that released 


an enormous amount of radiation 
across Europe. Chernobyl effected 
the health of at least 250,000 people 
and rendered the area around the site 
uninhabitable for hundreds of years. 

Granted, the reactor being planned 
for Northern Alberta has additional 
safety considerations. All reactors 
built in the west have to be fully 
enclosed in a massive containment 
building that makes the kind of ra- 
diation release seen at Chernobyl 
extremely unlikely. However, all nu- 
clear plant do release some level of 
radiation during the course of nor- 
mal operation. The one proposed for 
Northern Alberta will be no excep- 
tion. CANDU reactors are known for 
releasing radioactive tritium. Signifi- 
cantly, when testing for radioactive 
contamination around reactors in 
Canada AECL does not test for tri- 
tium. Also, the safe limit for tritium 
in drinking water is set at a level 10 
times higher than in the USA and 70 
times higher than in Europe. 

Even economically, nuclear power 
is volatile. Reactors are very expen- 
sive to build and almost always come 
in over budget and behind schedule. 
AECL has absorbed over $17 billion 
of taxpayers money since its incep- 


tion and currently gets more than 
$200 million per year. 

Insurance companies refuse to in- 
sure nuclear reactors and so the gov- 
ernment (as in you and me) is stuck 
with the bill. 

Over and above these problems is 
the issue of radioactive waste dispos- 
al. So far no one has come up with an 
absolutely foolproof way to store the 
highly radioactive waste. 

The U.S. government is trying to 
complete an enormously expensive 
storage site deep under a mountain 
in Nevada. However, that site is fac- 
ing protracted legal problems and 
may never be used. Nuclear support- 
ers say that the solution for perma- 
nent storage of this highly dangerous 
waste will be found in due course. In 
the meantime the amount of waste 
keeps on growing. To shrug our col- 
lective shoulders and leave this for 
future generations to solve, if they 
can, is totally irresponsible. 

Besides, Alberta is very fortunate 
to have a viable alternative that 
burns no fuel, either fossil or renew- 
able. Deep well geothermal is the way 
to go. Alberta does not need nuclear 
energy.

to take a closer look at how the city 
finances its services, with a bette;

Its hard to be whimsical and taken 
seriously. Alternatively, perhaps it’s 
easier to be serious and taken whim- 
sically.

At first organizing things as 
modest as a portable arts festival in 
the Alberta Legislature grounds, the 
Parachute soon opened up to Ray- 
mond Biesinger’s Royal Bison Craft 
Fair last year where they premiered 
the Cabinet Gallery. 

This old cabinet, found in a garage 
and transformed into a small yet in- 
Viting display space, is now situated 
'n the Nokomis boutique on Whyte 
Avenue, where it provides not only 


an avenue of commerce for the col- 
lective, but also a platform for an 
intimate art display that many large 
galleries fail to provide. 

“One of my acknowledged fears 
and concerns is that we'll only be 
considered ‘cute’ and not relevant on 
a larger scale. [But] I think the inten- 
tion behind the Cabinet Gallery and 
Institute Parachute is valid”, Josee 
says confidently.

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ber in construction. So in terms of land area 
that's required and the mark of time required 
to grow the building materials, straw has « 
much smaller footprint than lumber.

Putting the straw into a bale removes a lot 
of the air from the environment, so ever 
though there is air in the bale it isn't enough 
to sustain open combustion, With a straw 
bale house you improve upon that by apply- 
ing stucco—both inside and out. In fact, the 
Smokey Lake Fire Department did a combus- 
tion test on a straw-bale wall in which they 
held a direct flame on one side of the wall 
and measured the temperature on the other 
After eighteen hours they gave up, because 
on the other side of the wall there was no 
significant increase in temperature, smolder- 
ing, charring, or ignition. 

What about rotting? 

Astraw-bale house is like any other house in 
that it requires two essentials: a good foun 
dation and a good roof. If you've got a good 
roof with large over-hangs keeping the water

VARIETAL” SERIES BEGINS BY 
CELEBRATING THE URINE-LIKE 
TASTE OF SAUVINGON BLANG 





Varietals—wines identified by the 
type of grape used to make them— 
have revolutionized the way many 
people understand wine. For novice 
oenophiles especially, the process of 
learning about wine often focuses on 
differentiating between the qualities 
of various grapes. Over the coming 
weeks, I'll introduce the world’s main 
grapes: where they're grown, their 
characteristic aromas and flavours, 
what food pairs up well with them... 
and whatever fun or pertinent infor- 
mation happens to occur to me. 

First up: Sauvignon Blanc, a great 
summer wine with acidity to refresh 
and alcohol to relax. 

As the name suggests, Sauvignon 
Blanc hails from France—specifically 
the cool Loire Valley. The most fa- 
mous appellations within the Loire 
are Sancerre and Pouilly-Fumé, but 
you can find good examples scat-

tered throughout the region, as well 
as a few other areas in France—no- 
tably Bordeaux, where the majority 


of grapes used in white Bordeaux are 
grown (with Semillon making up the 
balance) 

The other Sauvignon standard- 
bearer is New Zealand, especially the 
Marlborough region. Not surprising- 
ly, Sauvignon Blanc from the other 
side of the equator is quite different 
from its French counterpart. Because 
of its pronounced fruitiness, many 
novice wine drinkers (or those who 
just like fruit) prefer New Zealand 
Sauvignon because it’s easy to quaff 
on their own. Though French Sauvi- 
gnon (like most French wine) can be 
equally as refreshing, these taste bet 
ter paired with food 

Chile is another good Sauvignon- 
producing région, especially the Cas- 
ablanca Valley, which produces fruity 
wines similar to the kiwi style. South 
Africa also produces some great ex- 
amples, usually holding the middle 
ground between the French and New 
Zealand styles 

California also grows a fair amount 
of Sauvignon Blanc, where it is often 
called Fumé Blanc (a name coined by

We stop 
in at the new Organic Roots location 
to pick up supplies for our vegan 
brunch held at the House of 
Revolution every Sun- 
day. I make sure to snag 
some fair trade coffee, 
as the revolution must 
be caffeinated, but not 
at the exploitation of 
others. 


$20: Vegan Brunch 

Growing up, Sunday was the tra- 
ditional day to gather family and 
regroup our thoughts and actions. 
It's no different around the House 
of Revolution. Potluck brunch at 
our place has become a gathering 
space for political activists across the 
community to talk about upcoming 
events and the need for mobilization 
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around local political issues—from 
gender dynamics in the activist com- 
munity to the need for a diversity of 
tactics to create political change. Of 
course being friends of the earth (as 
we all should be) it’s a vegan friendly 
brunch. Cream and cheese 
might seem integral parts 
of an ordinary Sunday 
brunch, but once you've 
tried scramble 


with the right combi- 


tofu 


nation of honey, curry 
powder, turmeric, and 
several cloves of garlic, 

eggs and bacon will seem like 
a distant memory. 


$4: Sunday papers and stamps 
I finish off the fair trade java while 
catching up on the news of the week 
in local papers and weeklies.

It seerns 
comical that in a city wanting to be 
world renowned you can’t catch a 
bus after 1 AM. An extra bit of wit 
tossed in to the letter will guarantee 
publication. While I’m at it | copy 
and paste a letter to my local city 
councilor, Walking in the Sunday 
sun to drop off my letters it doesn’t 
feel like the revolution is any closer, 
but every weekend helps push it a 
little further along.

appealing feature: that refreshing 


mouth-puckering acidity that leaves 
you ready to drink another bottle 

Many people are familiar with the 
classic Sauvignon Blanc flavours 
due in large part to an enterprising 
New Zealand wine named Cat's Pee 
on a Gooseberry Bush. As apt as this 
descriptor may be (though I person- 
ally have yet to detect the pee flavour 
in it), you may want to refrain from 
smacking your lips in anticipation as 
you announce to your date that you 
smell animal urine 

As with all grape varieties, the place 
where Sauvignon Blanc is grown de 
termine its flavours and aromas. Tra 
ditional French Sauvignon has some- 
thing very green about it, often with 
aromas and flavours reminiscent of 
freshly cut grass, herbs, gooseber- 
ries, wet garden, and weeds, as well 
as a flinty, mineral-like quality (sup- 
posedly reminiscent of gunsmoke, 
though it’s been years since I fired 
my revolver, so I'll have to get back 
to you on that one).

Sauvignon signatures; these wines 


tend to be heavy, oily, alcoholic, and 
lacking in acidity—more like Char 
donnay than Sauvignon. However, 


some very good Sauvignon Blanc 
comes from the cooler areas of Cali 
fornia, like Monterey, the Santa Ynez 
Valley, and the Russian River Valley 

Summery Sauvignon Blane is an 
excellent patio wine: you wont no 
tice that you finished off the bottle 
until you wake up with an interesting 
facial sunburn from lying sprawled 
against the lawnchair. French Sau- 
vignon goes wonderfully with salads 
tossed in citrus or vinegar dressing, 
delicate fish in lemon and dill, grilled 
vegetables, and shellfish. The fruity 
New Zealand Sauvignons are a good 
match with light chicken dishes in 
fruit sauce and subtly spiced Asian 
dishes, though they also work well 
with salads and seafood. A heavier 
Fumé Blanc can partner up with 
more robust dishes—try lobster in 
garlic butter or chicken in cream 
sauce.

As you no doubt know from the 
document you hold in your hands, 
the people have spoken again, send- 
ing their suggestions for the best this 
or that in Edmonton. Being a Profes- 
sional Reviewer, as well as a Motive- 
less Man About Town, I’ve stuck my 
nose into a fair few of this city’s eat- 
eries, Therefore, | feel it incumbent 
on me to offer up a few subjective 
observations about some of Edmon- 
ton’s Best things to eat in a scatter- 
ing of categories of my own devising, 
revealing in particular a profound 
Asian bias. Sample at will. 

Best new: MOR Mediterranean 
Turkish Cuisine (15620-95 Ave.) 

After suffering a little Greek taver- 
na burnout—not least because of the 
pounding bellydancing music one 
is often forced to withstand at such 
venues—I was relieved to find an un- 
pretentiously attractive dining spot 
with a distinctive spin on the art of 
Mediterranean grilled meats, mezze, 
and homemade flatbread. They also 
have a unique wine list, with vintag- 
es from Israel and Lebanon. Having 
just been there once, this one is high 
on my “Go Back Soon” list. 

Best new (Asian): Viphalay 
(10724-95 St.) 

With the vast preponderance of 
new Asian restaurants opening their 
doors, they sort of need their own 
category. I haven't been to every new 
Thai place that’s opened in the last 
year, but I’ve tried enough to know 
that Viphalay puts up an extensive 
menu with some of the best Thai 
and Lao cuisine I've tried recently, 
at very reasonable prices. Plus it's 
really nice inside (despite the drab 
strip-mall setting) and the Singha 
is served with mugs straight from 
the freezer to slake the spicy burn of 
their green papaya salad, tom yum, 
and delicious, coconutty curries. 

Best pho: Tau Bay Restaurant 
(10660-98 St.) 

Pho is Vietnamese rice noodle 
soup, usually made with seasoned

MOTORAUNT (12406-66 ST) Although the food is relatively 
g00d, the real reason to visit Motoraunt Is to see the physical 
structure of the place. To say it's unique hardly does it 
justice. Unless you've been before, you've likely never had an 
experience like Motoraunt.

MILL CREEK CAFE (9562-82 AVE) If you're visiting 
Edmonton and staying downtown, walk south down the 
stairs at the MacDonald, cross the bridge, and head into Mill 
Creek ravine. Follow the path, go up the hill at the Mill Creek 
Pool parking lot and wander right to the Mill Creek Café for 
alight bite to eat. That way, you'll experience both the great 
‘geography and the small-town hospitality we're so proud of.

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beef stock and thin slices of beef 
that are cooked by dropping them 
into the steaming broth, and served 
with fried shallots, sprigs of ba- 
sil, lime wedges, chili peppers, and 
hoisin sauce. Tau Bay's greatness is 
predicated on the fact that they serve 
nothing but authentic pho (vegetar- 
ians stay home)-—lots of it, with all 
fixin's—at around $6 for a huge por- 
tion. Cash only. 

Best cheap lunch: Commodore 
Restaurant (10712 Jasper Ave.) 

Come on, people—where else can 
you get a clubhouse sandwich (made 
with real roasted chicken) and fries 
for under $6? Only at the Commo- 
dore, that’s where. Straight-ahead 
breakfasts, Chinese food, cheese- 
burgers like grandma made—you can 
get ‘em all at low, low prices, served 
by genuinely friendly people who 
have every right to call you “dear.” 

Best fake meat dish: Oriental 
Veggie House’s mock lamb curry 
hotpot (10586-100 St.) 

The point of fake meat is not to 
provide a convincing flesh facsimile, 
but to insert a toothsome substitute 
to carry the flavours of the dish and 
add something more substantial to 
all those veggies. The Oriental Veg- 
gie House’s lamb curry hotpot is im- 
pressive not because they've done a 
good job of replicating lamb out of 
mushroom protein or textured gluten 
or whatever it is, but how deliciously 
those chunks of non-flesh work with 
the creamy curry sauce, chunks of 
carrot and potato and tender-crisp 
stalks of broccoli. 

Best sashimi: Wasabi (5715-111 
St.) 

For succulent slabs of raw fish—es- 





pecially those perennial faves tuna 
belly and salmon-this little Japa- 
nese restaurant (which started its life 
as a food kiosk in the now defunct 


Strathcona Chinatown Mall) has 
never failed to deliver fresh, two-bite 


portions with just the right touch of |

dy Bakery or Sunterra’s saucer-sized 
chocolate chip oatmeal cookies. Both 
are much, much cheaper than a cita- 
tion for public indecency. 





CASUAL ELEGANT 

BACON (6509-112 AVE) This great little bohemian-chic 
restaurant offers a limited choice of familiar(ish) items with 
some innovative twists.

You know it well. It's that sinking 
feeling you get when you see a once 
mighty band hobble~back onstage 
way way past their prime: wretched, 
old, and very likely too drugged to 
know where they are. 

It happens to every band that 
doesn't know when to pack it in— 
that fatal stage of “washed up.” Just 
in time for Teenage Head's stop in 
town—one of Canada’s best examples 
of beached whale memory-lane punk 
superstars—SE€’s resident punk rock 
critics Eamon McGrath and Travis 
Sargent take a look at some of the 
bands whose careers took that dread- 
ed and feared one-eighty degree turn 
from street cred to beat dead. 


New York Dolls: Est 1971 

The turn of the century brought 
newfound interest in early Ameri- 
can punk, and while every douchey 
radio rock band were sporting corny 
Ramones t-shirts, the Dolls were 
dusting off their platform shoes and 
sequined tube tops. Even though the 
heart of the group, Johnny Thun- 
ders, had fallen prey to the Chinese 
Rock nearly fifteen years prior, the 
band released the acclaimed album 
One Day It Will Please Us to Re- 
member Even This in 2006. Bassist 
Arthur “Killer” Kane died shortly af 
terward, but a saggy Sylvain Sylvain 
and droopy David Johansen continue 
to play as the New York Dolls to this 
day.

Glenn Danzig kept it creepy with 
horror-punk and heavy metal bands 
like Samhain and Danzig, bass- 


ist Jerry Only chose to roll with the 
Man Upstairs and formed Christian 
metal group Kryst the Conqueror. 
The Misfits re-formed mid-nineties 
sans Danzig, squeezing out two or 
three shitty albums, a bunch of crap- 
py toys, several WWF appearances, 
and licensing their classic Crimson 
Ghost logo to every product imagin- 
able, from chain wallets to cum-rags 
You can probably even find a set of 
Misfits dumbbells, but the real dum- 
dums are the ones shelling out fifty 
bucks for tickets to see these New 


Joisey muscleheads in concert. 


The Police: Est. 1977 

I'll admit that I jumped at the chance 
to catch the Police on last year's sum- 
mer tour, but after witnessing five 
minutes of these guys go through the 
motions, it became obvious that their 
reunion was an undeniable cash-in. 
Rumor has it that band members 
were each paid a million dollars 
per gig, a sum that I would gladly 
pony up in exchange for having the 
memory of Andy Summers’ saggy 
man-tits and South Park guitar strap 
erased from my mind forever. While 


he was championed for introducing 
reggae to the American Billboard 
charts in the ‘80s, Sting also intro- 
duced tantric sex to a generation of 
yuppie slobs, so you probably have 
him to thank for the armies of coked- 
out teenage trustfunders partying 
on Whyte Avenue every weekend. 
Cheers, mate. 


DOA: Est. 1978 

Joey “Shithead” Keithley has done 
it all, and maybe that's why DOA 
should finally pack it in: there’s noth- 
ing more to do. On the book tour for 
his “page-turner” memoir I, Shit- 
head, the stories Keithley told from 
the book had to be taken from cues 
on a who-knows-what-stained piece 
of old set-list paper (probably from 
some long-forgotten Winnipeg punk 
club in the eighties) to enable his 
drug and booze-addled brain to dis- 
tinguish one night involving absinthe 
and speed from another. Something 
tells me it might be time to give the 
brain cells a rest, especially if the 
kids in his Vancouver neighbourhood 
start calling him “Ol' Grampa Shits.” 
But then, he'll probably hand them 





a copy of DOA’s landmark Hardcore 
‘81 and tell them a story about walk 
ing to school uphill in snowshoes 
both ways and they'll sit and stare in 
total awe around the hot-stove. 


SNFU: Est. 1981 

At this point it's pretty much im 
possible for Edmonton's punk he- 
roes SNFU to call it quits. Since ‘81 
they've broken up and reformed 
countless times, done reunion tour 
after reunion tour, and have now 
made a habit of teetering on washing 
up onto ol’ “credibility beach.” But 
fortunately for SNFU, they helped 
introduce Western Canadian kids to 
punk rock and were a generation-de- 
fining band for legions of fans, aided — 
by their surreal anthers about can- 
nibalism, skateboarding, and plastic 
surgeries gone horribly wrong. The 
last time I saw SNFU play, frontman 
Ken “Chi” Pig unloaded three bottles 
of honey on the crowd before open- 
ing up five full bags of puffed wheat 
and covering the slam pit in a sticky 
cereal mess. Somehow they've still 
got it in them every time.

You might think that the glitzy song 
and dance of golden age Hollywood 
(a la Singin’ in the Rain) would 
serve as antithesis to most punk 
musicians, rather than inspiration 
However, maybe you've never heard 
Mindless Self Indulgence vocalist/ 
programmer Little Jimmy Urine 
(a.k.a. James Euringer) rap on the 
grinding monotony of music today 
or the true motivations of his infa- 
mous onstage degradations. 

“We didn't go into this saying ‘Let's 
be musicians,’ we went into this say- 
ing ‘Lets do what we've always want- 
ed to do,” he says over the phone 
from San Francisco. “Personally, I'd 
rather be considered an entertainer 
like Gene Kelly or Fred Astaire than 
some typical singing frontman. I like 
the triple threat of the whole thing:

I want to dance, mack, and have 
a good time. I don’t want to stand 
up there and have people say, ‘Oh, 
he’s an amazing vocalist!’ This isn’t 
American Idol for me, its real enter- 
tainment. You have to do something 
more than just stand there.” 

For nearly ten years, MSI has 
been playing heavily collaged punk 
in a fashion that resembles more of 
a collaborative installation project 
than a band. The New York quartet 
has gained notoriety in the press for 
releases explicitly forefronting sexu- 
ality, music biz politics, and bold cul- 
tural commentary, paired with live 


performances that can include any- 
thing from the burning of pubic hair 
to the use of tongues for ashtrays. 

“Usually, the most memorable mo- 
ments of a show are when a crowd is 
not crazy or the fans are not insane. 
That's usually when I end up going 
to jail,” he reminisces as he tries to 
summon some of the more standout 
moments from recent gigs. 

“At this point it has become a whole 
different thing. When kids come 
to a Mindless show, it’s more like a 
viewing of the Rocky Horror Picture 
Show. They don’t just come to watch, 
they come to participate. They break 


the stage barricades; some people 
come dressed as mascots. Plus, we 
get such a diverse crowd: you have 
ravers with glow sticks, metal heads 
head banging, teenyboppers screarm- 
ing for [MSI bassist] Lyn-Z. It looks 
like a bad movie about a high school. 
Like The Breakfast Club.” 

To €uringer, cultivating their 
“punktronic” aesthetic had less to do 
with recent trends in style or record- 
ing technology than a natural desire 
to transcend standard models of 
music. “I don’t know what everyone 
else is doing because I haven't seen 
anyone doing anything really good,” 


He says. “But when we began, ever 
body was very conservative and \ 
were very bored. We wanted to si 
a specific type of band do a specify 
type of thing. So, we decided to i 
vent that band. That was almost t: 
years ago when things were stag 
nant. 

“Now things are twice as stagnant 
and nobody wants to take a risk to do 
anything different. There’s no moi 
ey in music, or in America any mor¢ 
with the recession. So everyone is 
even more conservative, and it's all 
about having the same band with the 
same haircut and the same song, do- 
ing the exact same shtick.” 

Despite the severity of his cyni 
cism and a lack of faith in the mu- 
sic industry, Little Jimmy Urine has 
hope that evolution will work its 
magic. 

“[The current industry is] go 
ing to change into something else,’ 
Euringer says confidently. “There 
is going to be a whole new way of 
doing things, like when the tape or 
the record player was invented. The

This northside grocery/gift shop

there’s the huge tanks of feta floating 
in brine beside a deli case of exotic 
cheeses, crates of olive oil stacked in 
every aisle, a wall of fresh pita from 
Sunbake Pita Bakery (which is just a 
few blocks down the Avenue), tubs 
of olives, and a loft upstairs of East- 
ern giftware. Here, not only can you 
find a hookah for significantly cheap- 
er than you would in the pot shops, 
you can pick up the hoses, bowls, and 
accessories to go with—and they're 
not all painted with day-glo shrooms 
and crap.

Fruiticana 

So it's the middle of December and 
you desperately need a fresh guava. 
So, what do you do? Get yourself 
to Fruiticana (9324-34 Ave) where 
they have them in abundance year 
round, not to mention mangoes, pas- 
sion fruits, and papayas too. For the 
adventurous chef, they also provide 
all manner of hard-to-find veggies, 
like okra and karela (bitter squash), 
as well as fresh tamarind. Exotic 
treats on offer include spicy Indian 
“Thums Up” cola, sugar cane, attrac- 
tively packaged sweets, budget price 
“Bollywood” DVDs, and endless epi- 
sodes of some pretty addictive South 
East Asian television serials, both for 
rent, and for sale. 








360 Degree Inc. on 109 St. 

Those gothy little “Harajuku Girls” 
Gwen Stefani totes around like 
Yorkie Poos have got somethin’ 
goin on, at least in terms of where 








they get all their wares. One of the 
best shopping streets in the world 
is Takeshita Street in the Harajuku 
district of Tokyo. You could say it's 
a little Whyte Ave-ish, with all the 
emo kids and and greaser wannabes, 
but it's essentially a cheap shopping 
hub for Japanese hipsters. The only 
store I've found even close to it here 
is 360 Degree Inc. The owner brings 
in everything from Asia—and, clev- 
erly, just a couple pieces each—and 
turns it all around at insanely good 
prices (you can’t beat knee high faux 
suede boots for $69). Pretty dresses, 
sporty jackets, big big handbags, hot 
boots—the whole place reeks of cute 
and sexy Harajuku. 


Book Cellar 

love me some used book stores, but 
the Book Cellar in HUB Mall under- 
cuts them all with unread fiction and 
non-fiction titles remaindered by the 
University of Alberta bookstore. My 
most recent finds: Marisha Pessl’s 
acclaimed coming-of-age firebrick 
Special Topics in Calamity Phys- 
ics ($3.99) and Vikram Chandra’s 
epic Mumbai-set crime epic Sacred 
Games ($4.99)—less a further 25 
per cent lopped off at the till. I’ve 
lost entire afternoons there browsing 
and poaching recipes from the cook- 
books section while CKUA wafted 
amiably in the background. And | al- 
most never leave empty-handed. 


Edge of Ezio Faraone Park 

After dusk, when the joggers and 
drum-circle hippies have retired, this 
bench (this whole little park, really) 
becomes the ultimate classic spot for 
old-fashioned neckin’—or just a su- 
per-cheesy romantic place for snug- 
gling, if you prefer. It’s at the edge 
of 110 Street overlooking the High 
Level and the valley, and if you get 
there as the sun is going down you 
can hit that ultimate cliché sunset 
moment—where everything is pink 
and purple and beautiful, and if the 
light hits ‘em just right, maybe you'll 
be able to tell if the person you're 
there with is The One.

Best Kim Chi Fix 

The Korean Booth at the Old 
Strathcona Farmer's Market 

Who doesn't love that spicy pickled 
cabbage? It's good for your tummy, 
it smells like feet, and you can put 


it on absolutely everything—eggs, 
potatoes, toast. Yum. It’s even good 


for hangovers. The best place to get 
the homemade real deal is from this 
family at the market—their booth 
is on the West side of the building 
somewhere after the Hutterites and 
all those pickles, but before the Dip 
Sea Chicks. This particular kim chi 
is super-sour, and not as spicy as the 
stuff you might get from a commer 
cial jar in Chinatown. $5 for a small 
jar, $10 for a jumbo. And the lovely 
kim chi man gives you a tasty fried 
egg-roll thingy with every purchase. 
He'll even give one to your friend 
who didn’t buy anything. And he's 
always smiling. Every time. 


Dadeo 

Dadeo excels at most things on its 
menu of Cajun cooking, but it’s their 
mythic sweet potato fries that are the 
foundation of the New Orleans-style 
diner. The carefully selected pota- 
toes are coated to the tipping point 
of crunchy, and are the best kind of 
spicy—the kind that results when you 
use actual spices instead of chemi- 
cals. They're so good that my moth- 
er, who can't digest the flour they use 
to coat the potatoes because of Celiac 
disease, breaks her non-gluten diet to 
indulge herself. 


Tree Stone Bakery (8612-99 St.) 
White bread bad. Butter bad. Tree 
Stone baguette good. Very, very 
good. With butter. Baguettes are 
available everywhere, and they are 
easily avoidable because their taste is 
ubiquitous as well. But Tree Stone ba- 
guettes are unlike any tubular white 
bread product you've ever tasted, or 
smelled, or torn into mouth water- 
ing hunks. It must be that they are 
made the “old” or “traditional” way, 
because they taste so different, or 
should I say, they have a taste, but | 
don’t really know how they're made, 
other than by hand, in the back of 
the bakery, with a lot of care.

Admission is cheap, espe- 
cially on weekend mornings, and the 
mockery can last for years.

Think about your own life or 
think about the Lookout’s namesake, 
the former Edmonton mayor who in 
the 1993 provincial election led the 
Liberals to 32 of 83 seats in the leg- 
islature. When his party didn’t think 


that was good enough, he resigned as 
leader. 


Best Playground Feature

Calgary has become a city pushed to

LAURA DUNN'S DOCUMENTARY 
TAKES A CLEAR-EYED LOOK

Considering the environmental SNA- 
FUs here in Alberta, it’s not all that 
difficult to relate to Laura Dunn's 
documentary, The Unforeseen. 
Dunn’ssecond feature (after 2000's

Green) traces the struggle between 
developers and environmentalists 
around Austin, Texas—particularly 
in Barton Springs, a public, spring 
fed swimming hole that's borne the 
burden of nearby construction. The 
film serves as not so much a warning 
about the dangers of overdevelop- 
ment, but instead provides iron clad 
proof of them. 

The “star” of the documentary is 
Gary Bradley, a businessman who 
built the massive Circle C Ranch in 
the economic free-for-all that was 
Texas in the 1980s. 

Joining up with the mining cor- 
poration Freeport-McMoRan after 
a disastrous financial run, Bradley 
found himself at odds with local en- 
vironmental activists, who correctly 


predicted that the runoff from their 
development would destroy Barton 
Springs and eventually cause prob- 
lems with the Edwards Aquifier, the 
areas underground water table. 

Earth First! members rallied 
against Bradley—who availed him- 
self of his partner’s high powered 
resources and a skilled, professional 
lobbyist—but the eventual outcome 
was never in doubt. The Texas Leg- 
islature passed a law that managed to 
squeeze past the rising tide of nega- 
tive publicity and allow Freeport- 
McMoRan to do as they saw fit with 
their property. 

The results of their 
shouldn't come as a surprise to any- 
one who has witnessed rampant 
industrial overdevelopment; before 


victory 


and after shots of Barton Springs 
show the polluting effect of the run- 
off, including the eventual near de- 
struction of the fish population. 

In other hands The Unforeseen 
might have come across as some- 
thing of a screeching diatribe, but 
Dunn’s film is actually a subtle, intri- 
cate look at a sad situation. 

It’s even surprisingly sympathetic 
to the “villains”; in her interviews 
with Bradley he comes across as a 
broken man, baffled at the way in 
which his life has turned out. 

Political realities are laid out with 
disarming frankness. Former Demo- 
cratic governor of Texas Ann Rich- 
ards—who voted against the bill in 
question—explains the maze of par- 
tisan politics that allowed a demon- 


strably bad law to be passed. 
Even with executive co-producer 


Robert Redford showing up as an 
interviewee (he grew up around and 
swam in Barton Springs as a child) 
Dunn manages to avoid sentimental 
izing the issue. 

Instead she shows stark reali- 
ties that point to the trend to build 
as much as possible: the ugliness of 
new developments, the sprawl, the 
spiritual emptiness. 

It's a beautifully shot film, the 
camera lingering longer on rich im- 
ages than conventional for most 
documentaries—you could almost 
see executive co-producer Terrence 
Malick’s hand in the proceedings, 
though he apparently was hands-off 
in that regard.

The Dictator hasn't seen this one, but he has 
seen writer/director Olivier Assayas’ Demon- 
lover, and he still can’t scrub that movie out 
of his memories—and so the idea of Assayas 
making another kinky, arty, S&M-flavoured 
tale of industrial espionage fills him with ex- 
citernent. The fact that it stars Michael Mad- 
sen, Mr. Blonde himself, as a ruthless financier 
and a lingerie-clad Asia Argento, a fearlessly 
sexual actresses (albeit, admittedly, not one 
of the most talented) as his bored lover and 
top corporate spy, is the icing on the cake.

Time goes by in funny ways in TV- 
and, The number of commercials 
blasted at us seem to expand and col- 
‘apse depending on what show and 
ctwork you're watching. 

But if it seems like there are more 
ds on TV, that’s because there are. 
years ago there were 13 minutes 
of commercials in each hour of a 
imetime drama such as Law and 
Order. This season that selling time 
‘d increased by about 5 minutes. 
Canada, we've always been some- 





what screwed over by the fact that 
our ad density regulations are differ- 
ent than those south of the border. 
So while primetime shows on US 
channels can shift some commer- 
cials to daytime in order to free up 
narrative space, we're stuck with the 
same number of ads all day. In the 
past, that has meant that programs 
that are simulcast on Canadian net- 
works, such as Grey's Anatomy, in- 
cluded extra ads, costing us up to 3 
minutes of Meredith/McDreamy 
tonsil hockey per episode. 

So when we hear that new shows by 
Joss Whedon (The Dollhouse) and 
JJ. Abrams (Fringe) will be shown 
on Fox with commercial time cut in 
half, we're relieved and excited. And 
nervous (note to self: watch these 
shows on US networks as time- 
shifters, to avoid Canadian simul- 
cast overages). It's not a new con- 
cept. Anytime that a big movie event 
is shown on the tube, special spon-

sors such as Ford create goodwill by 
bribing us with fewer ad breaks. In 
other words, we're so used to being 
bombarded by ads on TV that we're 
expected to get down on our collec- 
tive knees and be grateful for any 
reprieve. 

What's different about Fox's strategy 
next season for Dollhouse and Fringe 
is that it will continue all season long, 
not just to hype a premiere. Giving 
the audience what they want is dan- 
gerous territory to wade into for a 
network. Pretty soon viewers will be 
demanding fewer commercials in all 
their favourite programs, and then 
where will the sponsors be? 

Because while ad time has increased 
over the last several years, audiences 
are paying less and less attention 
to ads, thanks to new technology. 
Viewers are blurring commercials 
with PVRs, or bypassing them alto- 
gether with DVD box sets and down- 
loads. Ten years ago, NBC experi- 


mented with Friends, allowing their 
sponsors to work with TiVo: users 
could click on Joey's easy chair and 
find out where to purchase it. Maybe 
this idea was ahead of its time, but it 
didn’t last long. 

But it's not just the sponsors that are 
screwing around with the time ma- 
chine. Last week’s season finale of 
Desperate Housewives catapulted us 
five years into the future. Usually we 
only see this kind of thing on soap 
operas, when new babies suddenly 
turn into sex-crazed teenagers over 
the course of a weekend. But Alias 
had a two-year amnesiac break and 
One Tree Hill also fast-forwarded 
through four’ years*to allow their 
hotties to get through 

college (something the original Bev- 
erly Hills, 90210 should | have « con- 
sidered before putting Andrea Zu - 
erman in the old folks’ home). And 
god only knows what freaky rips in 
the time continuum we'll continue 


ee 


to see on Lost. 

The benefit to this kind of narrative 
strategy is that it shakes things up, 
including the audience. The draw- 
back? Well, it shakes things up, 
including the audience. A sudden 
shift in time and characters can be 
off-putting for viewers who commit 
to living their lives through the tube. 
It’s tough when your best virtual 
friends age faster than you do, and 
leave you behind. 

But we now live in a society that 
treats time as a less important com- 
modity than the networks and ad- 
vertisers do. All of a sudden we're 
acting as though there should be 30.

About half an hour into The Strang- 
ers, long-term lovers James Hoyt and 
Kristen McKay look out the window 
of the Hoyt family’s summer home, 
well after midnight, only to see an 
alarmingly pale teenager standing 
on the sidewalk, staring in at them. 
A distressed Kristen (Liv Tyler) 
thinks they should leave her alone, 
but James (Scott Speedman) insists, 
“People don't just stand out there for 
no reason. They want something.” 

The trick is, of course, that the 
girl and her two masked associates 
really do swarm the Hoyt home for 
no reason. And as they proceed to 
vandalize, firebomb, and otherwise 
terrorize the innocent couple and 
their innocent belongings—all with 
no clear motive whatsoever—you 
start to wonder: is‘ this meant to be 
some kind of commentary on West- 
ern fears of arbitrary violence in a 
post-9/11 world, or just a new bottom 
rung on the ladder of pre-packaged 
sensationalism? 

Sadly, it turns out The Strang- 
ers isn’t much interested in taking a 
stand on anything that’s not wielding 
an axe. 

Even before they arrive home that 
night, James and Kristen's relation- 
ship has gone through some fairly 
major turmoil. While at a friend’s 
wedding reception earlier that day, 
James carries Kristen into the cold 
parking lot and proposes to her, only 
to be awkwardly rejected. Back at the 
house, after eating some ice cream 
straight from the tub, he calls his 
friend Mike (Glenn Howerton) and 
asks him to come pick him up as 
soon as possible. 

In other words, James has all the 
motivation necessary to get away 
from this house, and the knife-wield- 
ers haven't even shown up yet. 

When they eventually do, it goes 
roughly as you'd expect. They ap- 
pear suddenly in front of windows,

bang on doors, and write ominous 
(though perfectly legible) messages 
in lipstick. Writer/director Bryan 
Bertino goes to great lengths to make 
the attackers seem like literal ghosts, 
able to appear and disappear at whim 
as well as.immediately sense which 
closet Kristen is hiding inside at any 
moment; he also makes good use of 
the long shot to stretch out those 
gruelling moments where we can see 
the masks floating in the background 
but the couple cannot. 

What he clearly isn’t interested in 
however, are his characters. Tyler 
and Speedman are good enough as 
their respective innocent-victim ste- 
reotypes—in particular, Tyler seems 
to have perfected the art of deliver- 
ing every line while exhaling—but 
the script is so by-the-numbers that 
they seem more like tragic pifiatas, 
frantically trying to escape the bat 
tering they were designed for. 

The attackers fare even worse, 
with a combined half-dozen lines 
(and two of them repeats, at that) 
spread out for the three of them 

Another major marketing obstacle 
for what seems like a straightfor- 
ward horror movie is the lack of 
actual violence. With only two main 
characters to chase around, you 
know neither of them is going to ge! 
anything worse than a flesh wound 
before the last 15 minutes, and it just 
wouldn't do to have the spectral at- 
tackers show any real signs of injury 
Instead, The Strangers mistakenly 
thinks that by losing the gore, it will 
somehow become a “psychological 
thriller” instead—it's almost a re 
lief when Mike arrives on the scene 
and... well, waste your money if you 
like 

So the question then becomes 
why does this movie exist? Its ar 
tistic intent clearly goes no further 
than first-weekend box office results, 
and even the argument of re-telling 
these supposedly true events doesn't 
hold up—the 2006 French film Ils al- 
ready adapted this same story, which 
in turn only took place in 2005. Two 
re-enactments in the span of jus! 
three years? That goes beyond utr 
necessary; it’s tabloid cinema, and |, 
for one, want no part of it.

Since its inception in 1993, the 
Dreamspeakers Film Festival has 
showcased aboriginal filmmaking 
from around the world and pro- 
vided a venue for cultural exchange 
on many levels. Its mandate is as 
much to engage the mainstream film 
viewer as it is to support the thriving 
aboriginal film community, and this 
year's festival features 33 films of all 
styles and genres, from countries in- 
cluding Canada, the United States, 
Mexico, and New Zealand. 

"This year was an extremely tough 
year—we had many submissions, 
and we had to turn many down,” 
said Murray Jurak, the festival's 
president. “Because the aboriginal 
community is so small worldwide, 
we have lean years and we have fat 
years. This year was a fat year.” 

In addition to the films themselves, 
Dreamspeakers plays host to a se- 
nies of events throughout the week, 
‘ncluding the World Indigenous Film 
Awards and the annual Walk of Hon- 
our ceremony, which recognizes out- 
Standing achievements in Canadian 
aboriginal filmmaking. Both Gene 
2wozdesky, the province's minister 
for aboriginal relations, and E€dmon- 
‘on Mayor Stephen Mandel will be 
attending the Walk of Honour. 

This year’s festival also marks the 
debut of the international speaker 
Series, featuring executives from 
the Canadian Television Fund and 


the CRTC, and a special screening 
night for the expanded Dreamspeak- 
ers on Tour program, which allows 
aboriginal youths in the Edmonton 
area to write, direct, and edit their 
own documentary short in the span 
of just 12 weeks. Executive direc- 
tor Helen Calahasen hopes that the 
positive impact filmmaking has had 
on these youths (some had weapons 
confiscated at their first session— 
now two are going directly from this 
program to film college) doesn’t go 
unnoticed. 

“The provincial government, the mu- 
nicipal government—they're all talk- 
ing about, “We need to start chang- 
ing lives around. We need to start 
doing something to make an impact 
on our communities that will take 
out the violence,” she said. “Well,

and Dreamspeakers board member, 
says his first priority as a filmmaker 
was simply to tell his father’s story. 
“see myself always trying to create a

we've done that to a certain extent 
with [Dreamspeakers on Tour]. We 
have shown that these youths have 
turned their lives around completely. 
I'd really like to see governments at 
all levels come out and see that we've 
done it—with not very much money 
given to us.” 

One film in particular to keep your 
eye on this year is Gerald Auger's 
documentary Honour Thy Father, 
which has its world premiere on 
opening night. The film chronicles 
the conflict between Auger and the 
Anglican Church, as he attempts to 
bury his father Jack on church prop- 
erty (as per his mother's wishes) but 
in a traditional Cree ceremony. Au- 
ger, who is also an actor, journalist, 
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gets its name), is a universal process 
that can bridge cultural differences. 
Calahasen also points out that 
Dreamspeakers is able to stay di- 
rectly relevant and accountable to 
its audience because of its financial 
independence. 

“We don't get funding from the 
Canada Council for the Arts, so we 
have to go after every dollar,” she 
said. “As a result, we end up having 
to meet the community eye to eye, 
and convince them why we should 
be here, why we're important.” 

With sucha high-profile list of guests 
and events to back her up, it seems 
that her argument is getting easier 
and easier to make.

Jill: Can I say first off that it is sort 
of a tragedy that these works, tucked 
away at the University of Alberta 
Museum Gallery at TELUS Cen- 
tre, will probably be overlooked by 
a great majority of the public, even 
more so than a normal art show. 
This venue is highly unknown (nei- 
ther of us had ever been there ei- 
ther, right Mandy?) and it makes 
me sad to think that not everyone in 
Edmonton will go and see these in- 
sanely beautiful and skillful prints. 
That said, Edmonton, | think it is 
your civic and cultural duty to pay 
these prints a visit. 

' Mandy: Right-oh. There are some 
really amazing pieces being exhib- 
' ited. | was blown away by the quality 
and the sheer specialness of them 
all. It's like looking at these gems 
that have been tucked away in some 
old grandma's shoe box for safety, 
and she has just poured them out all 
_ over the kitchen table for the kids to 
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Jill: | am doing a lot of woodblock 
cutting in my own work right now, 
and believe me when I say a show 
like this one makes me simultane- 
ously never want to cut wood again 
(because how can I possibly get close 
to these images?), and have also in- 
spired me to spend long hours in the 
studio so that I can painstakingly at- 
tempt to mimic some of the perfect 
gradation of shadows, the incredible 
amount of detail, the unbelievably 
well-thought-out composition, and 
the way that these prints tell stories 
about nature and humans in such a 
natural, quiet way. I really feel for 
these prints.

tell the story of this person. | think 
that’s partly how, even when the im 
ages date back hundreds of years, 
they are still able to be appreciated 
beyond being a piece of antiquity or 
history.

Kate Bornstein has been described as 
a pioneer, an outlaw, and an activist 
out to dismantle the gender system. 

Her 1995 book Gender Outlaw: On 
Men, Women and the Rest of Us was 
revolutionary for raising awareness 
of gender politics. Since then she 
has been writing, touring, speaking 
and performing on the subjects of 
sex positivism, outlaw survival, al- 
ternatives to teen suicide, and how 
to deal with bullies. Kate was born 
biologically male and underwent 
gender reassignment surgery in 
1986. She is 60 years old and lives 
with her partner—sex pioneer, writer 
and performance artist Barbara Car- 
rellas—in New York City. She was in 
Toronto to perform her show “On 


Men, Women and the Rest of Us” 
and we sat down for a chat 


Describe the term queer? 

Queer is sex positive and pro gender 
anarchy. It doesn’t have to do with 
who you're having sex with so much 
as it has to-do with having sex, en- 
joying sex, and enjoying the gender 
you are or are becoming and enjoy- 
ing others genders as they present 
themselves. 


What do you mean by “gender an- 
archy?” 

My first book was called Gender 
Outlaw because | knew there were 
rules of gender, every culture has 
them, but no culture writes them 
down, In North America, the rule 
is that there are only two genders 
and that part of definition of man is 
“loves woman” and part of definition 
of woman is “loves man.” As soon 
as you have that built into a culture 
and it's unquestionable, then anyone 
who doesn’t do that isn’t a real man 
or woman, but is a freak who should 
be slapped around or even murdered. 
Being a “gender anarchist” means 


breaking these gender rules. 


What was your personal jour- 


ney to becoming a “gender anar- 
chist?” 

I knew that I wasn't a boy from age 
four and | felt that meant that I was a 
girl because there weren't any other 
choices, at least I never saw any. | 
didn’t like being a boy, and every- 
thing about being one was pretend- 
ing. I had to watch other boys to see 
what they were doing. As I grew up, 
I tried everything to prove I was a
